COURTING CANADA. 


Uncle Sam Still Casting Sheep's 
Eyes at the Canadian 
Dominion. 


Senator Sherman Indicates the 
Steps Necessary to Se- 
cure Annexation. 


Carle's Washington letter to the St. Paul 
Pioneer-Prees saya: The question of political 
union with Canada certainly exists. It has 
grown out of the stage of vague and senti- 
mental speculation, into that of definite and 
serious public discussion, The ball has 
been set rolling. Where it will end nobody 
can guess. But the thoughtful student of 
American tendencies and destinies can find 
no more profitable emnployment at the pres- 
ent moment than the careful watching of ite 
progress. If anybody doubted that popular 
opinion on both sides of the line is ripe for 
fruitful discussion of this subject, the eager. 
ness with which its introduction has been 
hailed, and iis importance acknowledged in 
Canada,3} as well as the United States, 
within the last week would remove that 
doubt. Montreal is as ready to discuss it 
as New York; and the tone and temper of 
the discussion on both sides ia ad- 
mirably diynitied, and considerate, . 
That was au exceedingly valuable and sig- 
nificant paper inthe New York Sun of 
Sunday last in which Mr, Blakely Hall 
presented, in a ecrt of symposium, the views 
upon this subject of the most notable Amer- 
icans and Canadians who have taken up the 
notioa of political union. Mr. Hall has 
made 2 very thorough study of this subject, 
and the results published in the San trom 
time to time constitute a valuabl. body of 
preliminary elucidation aud discussion. 

The leading contributors to the article of 
Sunday were Prof. Goldwin Smith, Erastus 
Wiman and Gen. Jamee H. Wilson, repre- 
senting the three pointe of view from which 
union with Canada is desirable--the polt- 
tical, commercial and railroad sides of it. 
The interviews contain few new data. They 
are most significant for the growing matur- 
ity cf jadgment they reveal on the part of 
these pioneers in the movement; the progress 
of conviction in the direction of the conclus. 
ion that its only outcome is complete 
political union; the deep gravity of tone 
which this conviction inspires; the growing 
sense of responsibility felt by thoughtful 
men, who find themselves impelled by the 
force of their own reasoning and the logi of 
circumstances into the presence of a vast 
question of national development, which 
promises to make startling changes in the 
map of the world, transform the mutual re- 
lations of the great nations and profoundly 
effect the fate of millions of people. On the 
threshold of events such as these, Prof. 
Smith moderates his old fervor without los. 
ing any of his cacnestness of conviction, Mr. 
Wiman recoguizes the inadequacy of the 
scheme of mere commercial union to meet 
the demands of the time, and Gen. Wilson 
finds the question of railroad connections 
and tratiic relations swallowed up in higher, 
broader and larger issues. 

The gravity of this question is growing 
upon the whole American people, It would 
be strange it it were not most decply felt 
by those who are charged with the conduct 
ot ite aflairs tor the next four or cight 
years. ; 

SHERMANS'S VIEWS UNCHANGED. 

In the course of an hour's talk with Sena- 
tor Sherman in his pleasant library last 
night, whose general drift and bearing | 
have his full authority to convey to you, I 
learned that his views en this subject have 
oniy gained strength and definiteness with 
the lapse of time, Said he; 

My belief in the future common destiny 
of the two English speaking nations of Am- 
erica has never wavered. I was led to form 
it by my failure to find a less radical remedy 
for the perennial occasions of serious dis- 
pute between the two countries. The long, 
open and indefensible Canadian frontier has 
been a source of weakness to both countries 
ever since it existed. French Canada was 
first invaded by colonial troops; the Ameri- 
can patriots first attacked Great [Britain 
there, It is the natural point of aitack in 
any war; and wars are always possible. In 
time of peace this uoscientitc frontier bi- 
secting a country pliysically and commer- 
cially a unit, is not only an obstruction to 
commerce, but breeds eonstant pitical 
disputes and bickerings. The tisXeries 
trouble and the question of the right of free 
transit of American goods over Canadi3® 
railroads are a type of disputes that have 
vexed the two nations for a century, and 
will continue to disturb them, 8o long as 
present conditions exist. To get rid of these 
questions, we must get rid of the frontier. 


RECIPROCITY ONE OF THE QUESTIONS. 
I studied the proposal for commercial 


reciprocity as a means to that end, enly to 
be convinced that it was illusory and im- 
practicable. A reciprocity treaty with

At the cutset we shall add $300,000,000 to 
our present debt of $1,400 000,000 a mere 
bagatelle—in return for which we shal! not 
ouly add 5,0U,0Cu to our taxable popula- 
tien, but acquire extensive and valuable

ominion government, railroads, canals, 
a buildings, fertitications, and so forth. 
jut this present gain is nut worth consider 
ing in comparison with the future 
aivantsy-s to accrue to the American 
republic from this vast extension of her 
territcry. I doubt if we forsee these any 
more adequately now than the Americans 
cans cf Jettereou’s time saw the potestial 
value of the Louisiana purchase. The ma 
terial wealth, undeveloped resources aad 
industrial possibilities of the great British 
Northwest are even yet only dimly under- 
ose The most extra t estimate of 
its productive capacity and power to sup- 
port a thriving population is probably val 
low the reality that union with the Ameri- 
can republic,from connection with the Ameri 
can railroads and openiag to Arnerican 
immigration and enterprise would reveal; 
and which will be revealed ia no other 


way. 

Tie political advantages of union are em- 
phasized by the present troubles over the 
fishcries, railroad transit and canal tolls. 
These and all other occasions of border dis- 
pute would be removed, and the 
most grave provocation of dispute 
and irritation taken out of our diplomatic 
relations. The occasional and contingent 
difficulty of an unscientific, because purely 
artiticial, unduly extended and wholly inde- 
fensible frontier would disappear with the 
constant vexation of commercial disputes. 
Consolidation would establish aad perpetu- 
ate the peace of the American continent, 
so long as the American republic endur:s. 
It would contribute to the peace of the 
world by removing the most sensitive occa 
sion of war with an Euro wer, and 
abolishing the last considerable trace of 
European dominion upon the western conti- 
nent. In thie sense, it would be an advan- 
tage to Great Britain, as well as to America. 
She would lose a costly, unproductive and 
useless dependency, and gain absolute po- 
litical security in a part of the world where 
she has now everything to lose and nothing 
to win, except safcty.

HOW TO BRING IT ABOUT, 

Senator Sherman was asked to indicate 
the steps proper to be taken in approaching 
the practical realization of the idea of po 
litical union with Canada, aud did go in the 
barest outline. Itis an international affair, 
and must be appreached by diplomatic pro- 
cedure. All acquisitions to territory have 
been made by treaty. The president and 
the eenate, acting together, are the trea’y- 
making power. Either tay Initiate the 
movement. Ina matter of such magnitude 
it would be proper for the eenate to indicate 
by a resolution its judgment that the time 


had arrived when negotiations might 
properly be opened for the con 
svlidation _—_of the Canadian  prov- 
incea’ with the United States. Acting 


upon this tuggestion, the executive would 
invite communications upon the aubject 
from the British government and proceed 
thencefurth by tue ordivary diplomatic 
methods of treaty making. Our only diplo- 
matic point of contact with Canada is the 
British government?, and all negotiations for 
union must be conducted through Great 
Britain. lf the matter progressed eo far as 
the appointment of commissioners to frame 
a provisional plan of union, Canada would, 
of course, be represented upon it, and her 
interests and wishes would always be con- 
sulted. But the negotiations would all be 
conducted and the treaty finally made be. 
tween the Britieh {mperial Crown and the 
American Republic.

early stage, combinations, monopclies and 
aggressions of capital were either avoided or 
sternly regulated and restrained, The 
President refers to the growth aod prosp:: 

ity of the country, but says, ‘We fad 
wealth and luxury miogled with poverty.” 
He alludes to the farmers, avd Jeplores 


their condition, saying they = are 
jforced by the government to pay 
for the benefit of others, and 


that the scanty returns of their labor fail to 
leave a margiu for accumulation. He says 
the workingmen are uo longer frightened 
by the cry that their wagos are endangered 
by a@ just revision of our tariff laws, and 
that they will demand through such revision 
steadier employment and cheaper means of 
living. Continuing the President saye: ‘‘In 
fact, a just and sensible revison of our tariff 
lawa shoul be made for the relief of those 
of our countrymen who suffer under 
the present condition, Such revision 
would receive the support of all who love 
justice and equality. It is due to American 
citizenship that extravagant appropriations 
of public money, with all their demoraliz- 
ing consequences, should not be tolerated. 
He argues that it cannot be denied that sel- 
fish and private interests so persistently 
heard when efforta are made to deal ina 
just and comprehensive manner with the 
tariff laws are responsible for the sentiment 
largely prevailing that the general govern- 
ment is a fountain of individual and private 
aid, and that it should on the slightest 
pretext of promoting the general good apply 
ublio funds to the benefit of localities and 
ndividuals. He urges an amendment of 
the laws relating to public iands and prop- 
erty, and the necessity cf erection of one or 
more prisons for United States convicts, and 
the revisioa of the prison laws. He quotes 
a@ patriotic eentiment from President Jack- 
scu's meesage. The President deplores the 
fact that the government persists in exact- 
ing from the substance of the people mil- 
lioas which, ioapplied and useless, lie dor- 
mant in ite treasury. Under the same laws, 
He says: ‘*The government permits 
many millions more to be added 
to the cost of  iliving of our 
people, and to be taken from our con. 
sumera, which will unreasonably aswell 
the protits cf a small but powerful minority. 
The imeasage geese on tu say: ‘Mince thie 
let avnual message our torcign relations 
have been strengthened and improved by 
the performance ot international good offices, 
Those int ruational questions still awaitivg 
settlement are ali reasonably within the do 
main of amicable negotiations, and vo exist 
ing diepute between us and any foreign 
power is not eusceptible of satisfactory 
adjustment by frank diplomatic treatment. 


The questions ‘sweep Great britain 
aod us relating to the rights of 
American fishermen under the treaty, 


lregret to ray, are not yet very satisfac- 
ter.ly adjusted. Then he reviews his pre- 
vious messages on the subject, and says : 
‘Comment upon or repetition of the contents 
of the previous messzge would be eupertiu- 
ous, aud I am uot sure that anything has 
since occurred Which should be added to the 
facts thereia etated; therefore I merely 
repeat the statement which will be found 
in my message to the Senate on 
September 12th last, that since March 3rd, 
1887, mo case bas been reported to 
department of state wherein complaint has 
been made of unfriendly or unlawful treat- 
ment of American fishing vessels on the 
part of the Canadian authorities in which 
reparation was not Promptly and satisfac- 
torily obtained by the United States Consul- 
General at Halifax. Having casayed in 
discharge of my duty to _ procure 
by negotiation the settlement of a long- 
standing dispute and to remove a 
constant menace to the good relations of the 
two countrics, and continuing to be of the 
opinion that the treaty of F«hraary last, 
which failed to reccive the approval of the 
senate, did supply a satisfactory, practical 
and final adjustment upon a basis honorable 
and just to both parties of the difficult and 
vexed question to whichit related ,and ining 
subscuently and unavailingly recommend 
other legislation to congress, which I hoped 
would suffice to meet the exigency created 
by the rejection of the treaty, I now again 
invoke the earnest and immediate attention 
of congress to the condition of thia import- 
ant question ay it new stands before them 
and ine country, and for the settlement of 
which I am deep'y solicituous.
